Women's Hockey Update: The Stingers had convincing victories over McGill (10-0) and 
John Abbott College (11-0) to improve their record to 4-0 in the O.W.1.H.L. They also defeated 
Dartmouth 2-1 on November 11. Concordia was led by second-year forward Laura Leslie 
(Beaconsfield, Que.}, who tallied six goals and six assists in the two league games. She also 
scored the winning goal against Dartmouth, her tenth goal in six games. Rookie Suzanne 
Lepage (Town of Mount Royal, Que.) had five goals in the two league games while Maria Pia 
Chavez (Ste-Anne-de- Bellevue, Que.) scored her first three goals of the season against John 
Abbott College. Third-year centre Michele Lapointe (Pointe Claire, Que.) scored her first 
two goals of the season in the victory over the Islanders.

Men's Basketball Update: The Stingers (2-2) split a weekend series against N.C.A.A. 
Division | schools Vermont and District of Columbia. They were defeated 92-80 by Vermont on 
November 10 and rebounded with a convincing 85-71 victory over District of Columbia two 
days later. First-year quard Trevor Williams (Montreal, Que.) led the Stingers with 27 
points against Yermont and 25 versus U.D.C. Williams has averaged 21 points per game in his 
first exposure to C.1.A.U. basketball. Senior forward Nick Arvanitis (Montreal, Que.) netted 
22 points in each weekend game. He also pulled down acareer high 18 rebounds against 
Vermont. Arvanitis has averaged 19 points and 13 rebounds per game this season.
